SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of New Hampshire the School 
Board of the town of Weare make the following report of the 
condition of the schools in said town: 

Perhaps it would not be out of place to say a word in rela- 
tion to the organization of the schools under the new schoo} 
law, which made a radical change in the management of them 
in many respects —a law upon many points of which the best 
counsel in the State differed, so that the Board were obliged to 
put their own construction upon the same. 

The town, guided no doubt by the experience of the able 
and excellent School! Beards who have preceded us, divided 
the town into school districts, as they believed for the best in- 
terest of all parties concerned. ‘These districts, with the ex- 
ception of Barnard Hill, had comfortable and convenient 
houses. The new law overthrew all these arrangements, and 
made the town one district. Evidently something must be 
done. The law making the town one schoo} district made it 
the duty of the School Board in the several towns to subdivide 
the town district and establish schools at such times and in 
such placeg as in their judgment would be for the best interest 
of all parties. Under these circumstances the School Board 
could see no better way to run the schools than to make the 
divisions of the town correspond with the former school dis- 
tricts, with the exception of Barnard Hill, where there was 
practically no school house, and only two or three scholars. 
The north part going to East Weare, the south part to South 
Weare. 

In order to test fairly the merits of the new system we 
should endeavor to weigh carefully and candidly both the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages which result from its application. 

Active co- -operation of parents, teachers and pupils is a 
prime factor in the success of schools. With this the defects 
of even a poor system will be supplemented; without it the 
schools must suffer, no matter how good the system. This 
active co-operation would, in a large measure, remedy the 
irregular attendance, that serious obstacle to the efficiency of 
our schools, so often referred to in past years. 
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The School] Board have endeavored to do their duty as they 
see it. How far they have succeeded is respectfully submitted 
to the good judgment of the citizens of the town.
